I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  a Report  for  the 
year  1937  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of 
Haltemprice — an  “Ordinary  Report” — in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  and  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  1650. 

1. -STATISTICS  AND  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  AREA.

* From  the  number  of  new  houses  built  and  occupied,  I 
think  that  a more  correct  estimate  would  put  the  population

2.— SOCIAL  CONDITIONS,  LOCAL 
INDUSTRIES,  Etc. 

The  area  is  principally  residential  and  each  of  the  three 
Wards  (Hessle,  Central  and  Cottingham)  have  about  the 
same  average  distribution  of  house  types,  viz.  : — 
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(1)  Small  “ old  fashioned  ” cottages,  relics  of  the  past, 
most  of  which  exhibit  the  same  faults,  absence  of 
damp  course,  small  windows,  very  limited  bedroom 
space,  defective  facilities  for  keeping  food  and 
primitive  closet  accommodation.  These  happily 
have  been  very  considerably  reduced  in  numbers 
during  the  past  two  or  three  years,  and  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  Council  to  continue  their  Slum 
Clearance  programme  until  all  houses  not  equal  to 
the  modern  standard  are  dispensed  with. 

(2)  Modern  houses  suitable  for  “ working  classes/’ 

(3)  Large  number  of  “ villas  ” — detached  and  semi- 
detached. 

(4)  Large  houses  or  mansions — these  last  rather  inclined 
to  be  “ drugs  in  the  market.” 

3. —LOCAL  INDUSTRIES. 

Cottingham  has  extensive  market  gardens  and  a small 
factory  employing  about  30  hands  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  oil  pressed  cloth  bagging. 

Central  Ward — A certain  amount  of  farming,  milk, 
eggs  and  general  farm  produce  finding  a ready  market 
locally. 

Hessle  Ward — Chalk  quarrying  and  manufacture  of 
whiting. — Building  of  tugs,  lighters  and  small  craft  at  the 
Hessle  Haven  Shipyard. — Manufacture  of  gas  at  Hessle  Gas 
Works. 


4.— UNEMPLOYMENT 

was  markedly  less  than  in  1936 — many  finding  work  in  the 
Capper  Pass  Works  and  Blackburn  Works  outside  the 
Haltemprice  boundary,  and  many  in  the  building  trade,  etc., 
in  the  area. 
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5.— EXTRACTS  FROM  VITAL  STATISTICS 
FOR  THE  YEAR.

This  gives  an  annual  birth  rate  of  19.01*  compared  with  13.8 
for  1936  and  14.9  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for 
1937. 

* This  birth  rate  is  based  on  the  figures  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General,  but  if  a figure  of  26,000  population 
is  employed  the  birth  rate  would  then  be  17.4. 

Still  Births  numbered  18 — 9 males  and  9 females,  all 
legitimate,  giving  an  annual  still  birth  rate  of  0.75 — the 
average  for  the  whole  country  being  0.60. 

Deaths  numbered  261 — being  136  males  and  125 
females — giving  an  annual  death  rate  of  10.95  compared 
with  10.7  for  1936,  and  12.4  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  for  1937.

These  were  all  legitimate  children  and  giving  an 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  41.8  compared  with  37  for 
1936  and  58  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for 
1937.

6. — LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Remains  as  described  in  previous  Annual  Reports. 

7. — AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

This  subject  was  under  discussion  in  the  Council  on 
several  occasions  during  the  year  as  it  was  the  opinion  of 
some  Members  that  Haltemprice  should  have  its  own  ambu- 
lance services.  The  discussion  elicited  that  road  accidents 
were  almost  exclusively  dealt  with  by  the  police  ; Cases  of 
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infectious  disease  were  removed  by  the  Hospital  Authority  ‘ 
Poor  Law  cases  necessitating  removal  to  the  Institution  were 
undertaken  the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  and  that 
private  ambulances  were  employed  at  their  own  expense  by 
individuals  going  to  private  nursing  homes  and  it  was 
finally  resolved  that  an  agreement  be  made  with  an 
experienced  firm  in  Hull,  who  guaranteed  a constant  day 
and  night  service  to  deal  on  behalf  of  the  Council  with  the 
following  : — 

(a)  General  sickness  cases  other  than  Poor  Law. 

(b)  General  accident  cases  other  than  those  dealt  with 
by  the  police  on  highways. 

(c)  The  Council’s  own  Staff. 

It  was  also  agreed  that  the  Council  be  recommended  to 
charge  for  the  use  of  the  Ambulance. 

(In  March  of  this  (1938)  year  the  Council  have  made  a 
definite  agreement  for  the  use  of  an  Ambulance  which  will 
be  available  for  cases  of  sickness  or  accident  at  any  time  of 
the  day  or  night.) 

8. —NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

Remains  as  described  in  previous  Annual  Reports. 

9.— TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

There  are  now  four  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
in  Haltemprice — one  each  in  Cottingham,  Willerby,  Anlaby 
and  Hessle. 

The  East  Fading  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
organisation  and  administration  in  each  case. 

10.— HOSPITALS. 

(Public  and  Voluntary). 

The  Local  Authority  have  no  hospitals  of  their  own. 
Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  removed  to  the  Hull  Corpor- 
ation Hospital,  while  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  treated  at 
the  East  Riding  County  Council  Sanatorium  at  Ray  well. 

Where  hospital  treatment  is  required  for  other  cases  of 
illness,  either  medical  or  surgical,  the  following  institutions 
are  available  within  easy  distance,  viz.,  : — 

Royal  Infirmary,  Hull. 

Victoria  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Hull. 

Orthopoedic  and  Women’s  Hospital,  Hull. 
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11— MIDWIVES. 

The  County  Council  are  the  Authority  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Midwives’  Act  of  1936,  and  the  arrangements 
they  have  made  throughout  the  district  are  working  in  a 
perfectly  satisfactory  manner. 

Requests  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  for 
“ Domestic-helps,”  and  the  County  Scheme  includes  a 
provision  for  financial  help  towards  providing  this  when  the 
circumstances  of  the  applicant  warrant  such  a grant. 

12.— WATER. 

Haltemprice  derives  its  main  supply  from  the  Hull 
Corporation,  the  water  although  rather  hard  being  of 
undoubted  purity  and  abundant  supply  and  piped  through- 
out the  district.  A few  hand  pumps  from  private  bore  holes 
still  exist  but  they  are  being  gradually  replaced  especially 
where  the  houses  concerned  are  in  close  proximity  to  a pipe 
line. 

13.— DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

As  mentioned  in  my  report  for  1936  the  very  great  and 
rapid  development  of  the  district  has  compelled  the  Council 
to  seriously  consider  the  question  of  providing  additional 
facilities  to  insure  adequate  sewage  disposal  and  drainage, 
but  as  the  subject  is  still  under  discussion,  I cannot  say 
more  at  present.* 

*In  February  of  this  year  a specially  appointed  deputation  of  Mem- 
bers and  Officials  of  the  Council  had  an  interview  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  in  London,  and  the  Ministry  are  in  possession  of  the 
transactions  of  the  Council  and  the  position  generally  up  to  that 
date . 

14.— CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

On  the  formation  of  the  new  Urban  District  of  Half 
emprice,  the  Council  decided  to  carry  out  a privy  conversion 
scheme  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts, 
Amendment  Act,  1907,  and  later  followed  by  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

The  following  shows  briefly  the  progress  made  with 
the  Scheme  up  to  the  31st  December,  1937,  and  also 
includes  the  number  of  other  privies  converted  privately 
without  any  cost  to  the  Council

Investigations  under  this  heading  (e.g.  Icecream,  milk) 
are  carried  out  in  the  Laboratory  of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirm- 
ary or  by  the  County  Analyst.

Of  Scarlet  Fever  cases — One  was  over  45. 

One  was  over  31. 

Two  were  between  15  and  20.

As  mentioned  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1936,  the 
question  of  Hospital  Accommodation  for  cases  of  infectious 
disease  was  under  consideration,  and  it  was  ultimately 
agreed  that  the  use  of  the  East  Riding  Hospital  at  Driffield 
be  discontinued,  and  that  all  cases  requiring  removal  from 
home  should  be  sent  to  the  Hull  Corporation  Hospital  for 
infectious  diseases  which  is  situate  in  the  middle  of  our  area, 
and  an  agreement  between  the  Haltemprice  Council  and  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Hull  embodying  all  the  necessary 
clauses  was  signed  on  December  31st,  1937,

The  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  year 
were  fairly  equally  distributed  throughout  the  different 
Wards,  there  being  no  noticeable  preponderance  in  any 
particular  locality. 

I am  in  fairly  close  personal  contact  with  all  the 
doctors  who  practise  in  the  area  and  can  state  definitely 
that  the  recognition  and  treatment  of  Diphtheria  is  very 
efficient  inasmuch  as  Antitoxin  in  adequate  dose  is  given  as 
a routine  in  all  suspicious  cases,  and  those  that  died  were 
of  grave  type  and  poor  resisting  power.  Antitoxin  is 
supplied  free  by  the  Council,  and  although  they  also  supply 
immunising  serum  free  of  cost  to  practitioners  applying  for 
the  same,  this  offer  has  not  been  largely  accepted. 

INFLUENZA  was  prevalent  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  and  was  responsible  for  nine  deaths  and  no  doubt 
contributed  towards  some  of  the  fatal  cases  of  Pneumonia 
which,  for  the  whole  year,  numbered  11  (eight  males  and 
three  females.) 

School  intimations  of  disease  are  investigated  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  when  deemed  necessary. 


Thirtv-one  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis — the  same  figure 
as  for  1936 — were  added  to  the  Register  in  1937 — 15  being 
males  and  16  females.  Of  these  26  were  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, 2 were  meningeal,  2 Glands  of  Neck,  and  one  of  Hip 
Joint.  All  the  recorded  deaths,  9 in  number,  were  of 
patients  on  the  Register  : 7 pulmonary  and  the  two  cases 
of  Tubercular  Meningitis. 

The  notification  of  Tuberculosis  is  satisfactory,  and  I 
have  not  found  one  “ concealed  ” case  during  the  year. 

23. — MOSQUITOES. 

On  account  of  numerous  (and  justifiable)  complaints  in 
Hessle  all  through  the  summer  of  1936,  a request  was 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  asking  for  assistance  in  this  matter  and  they  kindly 
sent  tlieir  Mosquito  Expert,  Mr.  P.  G.  Shute,  who  spent  two 
strenuous  days  in  the  district  in  searching  for  all  possible 
breeding  grounds.  As  the  result  of  his  investigations  the 
principal  source  of  trouble  was  found  to  be  the  old  brick 
ponds  between  the  Gas  Works  and  the  Humber.  The 
shallower  ponds  which  were  thickly  covered  with  strong 
hullrushes  harboured  thousands  of  larvae  and  immediate 
steps  were  taken  to  have  the  rushes  cut  down  and  larvicicle 
carried  all  over  the  ponds.  Two  full  time  men  were  set  to 
work  and  fitted  up  with  necessary  long  rubber  boots,  etc.,  to 
enable  them  to  do  the  job  thoroughly.  The  spraying  was 
continued  weekly  all  through  the  summer  and  autumn  with 
the  most  gratifying  results  as  the  diminution  of  the 
“nuisance”  was  so  pronounced  that  not  a single  complaint 
was  received.  Leaflets  and  posters  were  also  used  informing 
residents  of  the  necessity  of  investigating  cellars,  outhouses, 
etc.,  during  the  Winter,  and  killing  all  hibernating  females 
or  insects  of  any  kind. 

24.— GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  rapid  development  of  the  district  still  continues 
and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Council  have  plenty  of  work 
ahead  of  them — the  completion  of  their  Slum  Clearance 
Scheme — the  advancement  of  their  Main  Drainage  Scheme, 


the  improvement  of  the  cleansing  services — the  further 
consideration  and  completion  of  their  open  spaces  and 
Playing  Felds  or  Parks  Scheme,  and  the  consolidation  of 
their  position  generally.  I must  add  that  I think  it  a pity 
— as  I have  said  in  previous  reports — that  dwelling  houses 
of  modern  type  at  a rent  which  would  be  easy  for  a small 
waged  man  are  not  yet  being  built.  I think  evidence  could 
be  produced  to  prove  that  a wage  of  from  forty  to  forty-five 
shillings  a week  and  of  this  fifteen  shillings  a week  going  for 
rent,  leaves  a narrow  margin  for  a family  of  four  for  food, 
clothing,  heat,  light,  etc. 

I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  kindness 
of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  and  of  the 
assistance  I have  always  had  from  other  members  of  the 
staff — especially  the  two  Sanitary  Inspectors.

There  are  4 retailers  distributing  accredited  milk  within 
the  District,  viz.  : — Miss  E.  M.  Smith,  Portington,  Mr.  D. 
Pauling,  Hull,  Messrs.  Riley’s  Dairies,  Ltd.,  Hull,  and  Mr. 
A.  Moore,  Cottingham,  and  one  ietailer  of  Certified  T.T. 
milk — Messrs.  P Anson  & Scott,  Anlaby. 

One  of  the  retailers,  Messrs.  Riley’s  Dairies,  Ltd.,  hold  a 
Supplementary  Licence  granted  by  your  Council,  the 
Principal  Licence  being  granted  by  the  City  and  County  of 
Kingston  upon  Hull,  whilst  the  other  4 are  licensed  by  the 
East  Riding  County  Council. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  Messrs.  The  Hull  Co-op  Society 
Messrs.  Clover  Dairies,  Ltd., and  Messrs.  Riley’s  Dairies,  Ltd., 
hold  supplementary  licences  granted  by  this  Council  to  retail 
Pasteurised  Milk  within  the  District,  the  Principal  Licences 
being  granted  by  the  City  and  County  of  Kingston  upon  Hull. 

Certified  T.T.  milk  is  produced  by  Messrs.  I’Anson  and 
Scott,  at  Anlaby. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  shops  have  been  visited 
and  kept  under  observation  and  two  cowsheds,  one  in 
Cottingham  and  Ihe  other  at  Anlaby  were  found  to  be 
structurally  unsatisfactory.  These  were  condemned  and 
new  cowsheds  erected. 

All  have  been  thoroughly  cleansed  and  limewashed 
during  the  year. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  numerous  visits  have  been  paid  to 
slaughter  houses,  butchers’  shops,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection  of  foods.  The  inspection  carried  out  is  of  a routine 
type,  and  the  method  of  inspection  as  regards  meat  is  that 
recommended  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  on 
Meat  Inspection,  Memo.  62/Foods,  and  it  is  generally  found 
that  inspection  on  these  lines  produces  satisfaction  and  safety 
both  to  the  butcher  and  the  consumer. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  inspect  the  carcass  and  organs  of 
each  animal  slaughtered,  and  the  meat  exposed  for  sale  in 
Haltemprice  is  undoubtedly  of  a very  high  quality.

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 


There  is  no  public  slaughter-house  in  the  District,  and 
slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  20  private  slaughter-houses  in 
the  District.

The  occupiers  of  the  slaughter-houses  give  written  notice 
of  regular  slaughtering  days  and  hours  as  required  under  the 
Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.  Routine  meat 
inspection  is  carried  out.  Special  notice  of  intention  to 
slaughter  on  days  other  than  regular  slaughter  days  is 
forwarded  to  the  Health  Departments. 

The  slaughter-houses,  lairs  and  yards  have  been  found 
to  be  sanitary  and  clean  at  all  times.  Periodical  lime  washing 
of  slaughter-houses  and  lairs  is  carried  out.

HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  NIGHTSOIL  COLLECTION 

AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  scavenging  of  the  district  has  been  carried  out 
satisfactorily,  and  very  few  complaints  have  been  received 
during  the  year,  but  despite  this  the  service  requires  over- 
hauling, and  the  Council  are  at  the  moment  considering 
schemes  for  the  improvement  of  the  methods  of  collection 
and  disposal. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  nightsoil  in  the 
Cottingham  and  Central  Wards,  and  the  Eastern  area  of  the 
Hessle  Ward,  is  carried  out  by  Contract,  whilst  the  Western 
area  of  Hessle  is  done  by  direct  labour. 

All  house  refuse  in  the  3 Wards  is  disposed  of  in  the 
following  manner  : — 

Cottingham  Ward — Tipped  into  the  Cross  Roads

All  the  above  tipping  sites  are  in  open  areas  at  great 
distances  from  populated  areas  and  have  proved  satisfactory. 

With  regard  to  the  nightsoil  collected,  this  is  disposed 
of  to  the  market  gardeners  in  the  district  for  manuring 
purposes. 

DISINFECTION. 

Disinfections  were  carried  out  at  premises  after  every 
case  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  bedding,  etc.,  Avas  by  special 
arrangements,  disinfected  at  the  Hull  Corporation’s  Disin- 
fecting Station.
